TAKE PLACE THIS MONTH 


Russian Situation has a Depressing Effect and Deolers 
are Disposed to be Pessimistic---Local fur Men 


are Vitally Interested 


The aear approach of the annual 
sale of fur in London by the Lampson 
Company and the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pony is causing considerable Joca] in- 
terest in the Evropean situation and 
there is much anxious speculation ‘as 
to the probabie effect of the Russian 
war and the war scare in France and 
Germany on the London market, 

» All furs, practicajly speaking, thai 
are shipped from this country, ‘find 
their market in London and al:nest al} 
of these are disposed at the annual 
sales held there. The Hudson’s Bay 
Company holds two sales a year, one 
in January apd another in March, but 
vs the latcer deals mostly in sealskins 
und other furs which wre not native ito 
the great North West fur belt there 
is not so general an interest taken in 
the March sale as in the January sale. 

These sales, as al] know who are ac- 
quainted with the fur business at al] 
are attended by furriers from ll 
parts of the world, Paris, Berlin, New 
York, St.Petersburg, and in fact 
every city where fur jis sold at al]. 

So it comes that men thcousands of 
miles awav, those who would not have 
the slightest idea of what the Bourse 
was if they were to see it, are affected 


to the very point of their li velihood by 
its vagaries and fluctuations. 

Russia is a great market for fur 
and although a great producer of the 
most valuable fur in the wor]d is also 

great buyer of certain kinds, and 
the Russian furriers are always very 
importan;; factors at the amnual sales. 
In previous years they have been the 


heaviest buyers of them all, and when 
the war with Japan broke out twe 
years ago the effect of their with- 
drawal was ielt to the extent of caus- 
ingg a slamp of almost fifty per cent. 
Last year with peace in sight in that 
country ‘and everything apperenily 
plain sailing for the future, prices ad- 
vanced again and the traders again 
had an opportunity to recoup their 
losses of tne previous year. This year, 
however, the sales are looked forward 
to ina very pessimistic spirit by many 
best acquainted with the business. It 
‘s pointed out that the Russians are 
practically out of the market alto- 
gether as they will not be abje to get 
a shillinz’s worth of credit in the Lon- 
dcn market, for the fires of revolution 
hove frizhtened British and coniinen- 
tal bankers and made Russian paper 
almost valueless. Then too the Paris 
furriers are expected to be rather 
light buyers as wel]. Paris is a heavy 
carrier of Russian bonds and a_ few 
more upheavals like the recnt ones in 
Mossow and St. Petersburg are almosi 
certain to cause a panic on the bourse, 
following Ww hich the fur market woujd 
zo to ruin until financial confidence 
is restored. 

Added to this the late war scares in 
Europe, while they are hardly taken 
seriously by anyone, are not calcujated 
to improve the situation in the slight- 
est, and a mild winter in ithe Eastern 
States and Canada has noi helped 
matters owt on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. Altogether the situation is ‘one 
such as to cause considerable uncer- 
tainty as to tthe success of the sales 
and the traders of this country along 
with those of every cther fur country 
in the world, wil] be lookingg forward 
to the day of the sales, January 25th., 
with a good deal of apprehensicn- 
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coerricet

The cowboy of the picturesque sort 
and the whisky trader together gave 
a touch of frontier tife to the Cana- 
dian west; put this did not iast long. 
The yellow dragoon stripe of the 
police poys fixed that and these mis- 
cionaries of the spirit of British law 
and order have beer a discouragement 
to bad and a comfort to good men 
‘ever since, and have had not a little 
to do with -making Western Canada 
iook good to the homeseeker. These 
old days are interesting. There is a 
fot of gcod) material for the romanc-

Sars fo its being, too dry to be 
profitable under cultivation, it is too 
dry to leave uncultivated, fur cul- 
iiivation itself is the greatest con- 
server of moisture. The moisture 
that falls in cultivated soil is re- 
ceived into 1€ and is theid by the 
spongelike ftexfure of the soil itself 
under culffvation. When it falls on 
a ‘hard, unbroken, compact top it is 
Subject to very rapid evaporation by 
the day, absorbent atmosphere of 
Southern Alberta, especialiy when the 
wind {fs blowing. The average pre- 
cipitation over Southern Alberta tak- 
en af Calgary, Medicine Hat and 
{Macleod fs about "6 inches, Macleod 
being below and Calgary above this 
mark. Most places with heavier, 
precipitation have frequently too 
much at certain times, which is not 
much better than faving too little. 
Though trrigation is not necessary 
for the crop, it is the means of 
greatly Increasing the yield, and 
brings an element of certainty, in- 
surancs and effective contro! in crop 
production, whieh makes it a mark 
of progressive and advanced agricui- 
ture. The million acres of the Leth- 
bridge Co. and th: two millions of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Uom- 
pany to be reclaimed in part for cul- 
tivation or otherwise for better 
stock growing, will have an impori- 
ant effect in increasing the totai pro- 
ductior of the great new province. 
Much fs expected from the introduc- 
tion of alfalfa growing, which, with 
the enterprise of the Fairfields, 
Whyte, and other enterprising men 
of the Lethoridge district, has proved 
a distinguished success. The question 
of its iarge introduction is not one 
of its fitness, but simply of inocula- 
tion and experience in managemeni; 
With its wheat and fiour jor an 
orjentaf trade, its iodders for dairy 
and peef cattie and range sheep, its 
profitable peet farming for the indus- 
trious cultivator, its range stockers 
finished on its coarse grain and beet

The action of the federal represen-

sidered a matter of prudence. The 
story of the progress of Western 
Canada has been marked all. along 
by successive discoveries of the pro- 
ductivity and possibilities of our 
country in fatitudes formerly consid- 
vered too high and too coid for the 
successful production of such cereals,
